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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 64-80 and 82-93 are objected to because of the following informalities: The 
claims are dependent upon cancelled claims. Accordingly, the claims 64-80 and 82-93 have not 
been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 63, 84 and 94 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent 5,435,553 to Arima et al. 

Arima discloses a game system comprising a play field (10), a circuit course (12), a 
plurality of racing cars, wherein the circuit course (12) having a plurality of position indicating 
markers (24a-24d), wherein the play field (10) includes a host computer (38) to compute the 
running time of each of the racing cars (40) as a lap time for each lap and a final time from the 
start of the goal, the computed times are displayed with the ranking on a large display panel (32). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The prior art cited in the PTO-892 disclose related devices. US Patent 4,074,1 17 to 
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Delorean et al., US Patent 5,523,737 to Luna and US Patent 4,571,698 to Armstrong disclose a 
timing system having plural entities.
